Phe Conclufion of theReport of th: Committee of theHoufe of 
Commons of Ircland, concerning Putland ana Nuttall, 
Officers of the Treafury of that Kingdom, 

FD Enjamin Taylor being again preduc’d, faid ; there 

remained due to him, and Partners, over and a- 
bove’ Dedu&ians, on Collonel Gorg’s Warrant afore- 
fiid, Two choufand feven hundred and eightytwo 

sunds nine fhillings and ten pence; of which they 
eceived from Mr, Nuttal only Two,thoufand two 

Kundred and twenty two pounds nine fhijlings end ten 

pence; and allow'd him the remainder for Advance, 

being Five hundred and fixty pounds, which is four 
fillings and eight pence per Pound. ‘That they ow- 
ing Mr. Nutctal Money, he was uneafie ; and fore'd 
them to Affign the faid Warrant: And that there were 
ten Months due when they Affign’d. That Mr. Nur- 
taltold them, Brigadier Gorge had Enrer’d a Caveat. 

That they afterwatds Affign’d Mr. Nuttal a three 

Months Warrant, which Examinant has heard, is not 

all yet paid. Said further, that 768 1.17s.2d. was 

due to them cn a Clothing Warrant of Lord Wind- 
for’s; of which they receiv’d only 6331. 12s. And 
allow’d Mr. Nuttal the remainer for Advance, being 

135 1.0dd Money, which is 3s. 6d. per pound: And 

that. all. the Money was then due, excepr for about 

fix Months. Said they had Lord Mohun’s Clothing 

Warrant for 4281. of which they receiv'd only 349 1. 

19s. and paid the Remainder for Advance to Mr. Nut- 

tal, being 781.18. which is 3 s. 8d per Pound 

» Said further, That they Affign’d Col Piers’s Clo- 

thing Warrant to Captain Pratt; who paid them only 

And that they allow’d him the Remaiider for 

Advance, being 6921. 9s. 10d. which is 4s.a0d. per 

Pound ; that five Months of the Warrant was expir'd 

at the time of the Affignment. That this Warrant was 

nor Lodg’d in the Treafury. 

Being crofs Examin’d, faid ; That the Agreement 
with Mr Pratt, was Voluntary. That he was not at chat 
time concern’din the Jreafury ; and that he paid them 
the Money. at once; and faid, That Regiments Clo- 
thing is always paid for. | ~. 

George Rowe -being produc’d by the Petitioners, 
fail ; That he being a Shooe-maker, had been employ- 
ed by the Clothiers to mak- Shooes for\Regiments,and 
that they owe him soo]. He has greater Lofs by their 
Failing, than the Debt. ‘That he us’d to Employ 20, 
42, 60 80, and fometimes 1co Men at Work: That 
the Clothiers gave him an Aflignment on the Trefury, 
for 242 1.8s. And he apply’d to Mr. Putland to Dif- 
count it; whotold him, he would in Cafe he would 
give him as much as Mr. Palin had done, or in cafe he 
would allow him the odd 421. 8s. which the Exami- 
nant refus’d to do: and borrow’d Money from Dr.Hall 
and othsr Perfons. That che Clothiers gave him Bills 
to England, which he Protefted; there being in the 
mean time an account of their Breaking. 

Richard Mac-Guire being produc’d by the Peritio- 
ners, faid ; he us’d to keep about 100 People at Work, 
and many Families depended on them. That he had 
8001]. due to him from the Clothiers; and they 
gave him Billsfor England, which were Affign’d be- 
fore. That he has fallen in his Trade by the Clothiers 
Breaking. That when the Petitioners were prefer- 
ing their Petition to this Honourable Houfe, Mr. 
Pratt defird that the Perition might not be Read ; 
but that the would meet Mr. Putland, which they 
accordingly did: And Mr. Putland faid, If Mr. Nut- 
tal had not unhappily difcover’d the 3001. which he 
fent the Clothiers, it would not have been known to 
the World: And Mr. Putland told him, he never 
took more than 2 s. 6d. per Pound, and that too for 
Advancing whole Warrants. That 6601. odd pounds is 
ftill due ro the Examinant from the Clothiers. 

John Throkes Stocken-Weaver, faid, that he us'd 
to Employ 3 or 400 Families, That the Clothiers 
owe him 1461.. That he and other Eamilies have 
fvffer’d much by wantof. their Money. That he muft 
have left the Town upon the~Clothiers Breaking, if 


a Gentleman had not lent him 30 Piftols; and that. 


this Lofs has made him unable to carry on his Bufinefs 
as before. a 
William Carr being produc’d, faid; he had two Af 
fignments from the Clothiers on the Treafury, One 
for 200 I. for which he paid’s J. the other for 44.1. for 
nine Servants to Officers. That Mr. Putland told 
him, there were but three Servants, and gave him 


but 14.1. and. ftopt.6.d. a Pound for that. That he. 


went Taft Auguft to Mr, Purland, when che Peticioa 
Was Preferring to this Honourable Hout; and Me. 
Puiland told him, he had found out 141. more to be 
due to him, which he paid him, without flopping 
the 6d, per Pound, bur ftill detains the remainccr of 
the 44]. And che Examinane hath Chary’d the 
fame tothe Clothiers Account. 

Benjamin Taylor being produc’d, own’d that he 
and ais Partners, Seal’d the Articles produc’d unto 
him, Dated the rsth of December, 1703. 

My. Robert Cheatham being produce ¢ on behalf of 
Mr. Putland and Mr.Nuttal, taid; hed bee 
always his Pra€tice, and he believd the practice of 
other Cicthiers in this City, at the time of Contragte 
ing with the Colonels, to havea segard to the Coun 
try Exchange, Pells,&c.T hat he undesftopd the Queen’s 
Letter Order'd Paymencs be poftpon'd Six Months 
and he waited the Six Months, and at the Months 
Fad following, he went and seceiv'd his Money : He 
never demanded. Eachequer Acquitrances: thinking 
it as much bis Advantage co allow the Exchange, 
and take his Money in Town And fo paid Six peace 
per Pound for all he receivd. Jet has been practiced 
before his time to pay the Exchange, but knows not 
by what Authority itis Receiv'd. 
_ Having drawn Bills on the Treafury ; and given 
them Trouble, he gave them Rewards for their trou. 
ble. If the Maney was due, he gave them no Gra- 
tuity ; if he broke in upon Months before they were 
due, he gave them a gratuity for ic ;, but never pave 
more than 6d. per pound, over and above Exchange ; 


_ It wanted abouta Month, fix Weeks, or two Months 


of due, when he gave the 6d. per pound. ‘hac the 
Treafury nevcr demanded any thing from him, over 
and above the Country Exchange. But what he gave 
them was in gratitude on his own accord. Own’d he 
had ftopp’d 6d. in the pound from Mr. Daniel of 
the price he agreed with him for: becaufe he could 
have bought the fame Goods in other places 4s. in 
the pound cheaper than fiom Daniel. Said, he kepy * 
a Woollen Manufafture-Shop, and dealt with Mr, 

Mac-Guire; but dses not remember he demanded any 

Allowance from him, on account of any Allowance at 

Treafury. Said; he drew Notes on Mr. Nurtal, and 

Accounted with him, and made him Prefents not exe 

ceeding 6d. per pound for his trouble. Said, he did 

not know that any other Perfons Exa&ed more than.a 

reafonable price for Goods but only. Daniel. And faid, 

he had not ftopt 6d, frem any but Daniel. Said, thas 

Alderman Barlow is his !'artner ; and that none in the 

Treafury are concern’d with him, but own’d he had 

heard that Mr. Pratt and Mr. Kean were concern’d re- 

gether in Clothing. 

Mr. William Carr being produc’d, in order to Con. 
front Mr. Cheathams Teftimony, faid, That he had 
Sold Mr. Cheathain 27 Pieces of Cloth for Lord Hensyr 
Scots Regiment, at Three Months Truift, buce was noe 
paid till Ten Months ; and then Mr. Cheatham infitted 
on per Pound Abstementr, telling the Examinanr, 
That-he, the faid-Cheatham, was forced to Allow to 
much at the Treafury, and that they would hove it; 
but the Examinant refas’d to Allow fo much, yet was 
obliged, and did Allow a Piftol ro Mr. Cheatham. 

Mr. Mac-Guire, being produc’d to the ‘ame purpof, 
faid, he had Sold. Mr. Cheatham feverai foris of Goods 
for Clothing the Army. And that Cheatham faid, he 
Allowed the Treafury 6d. per Pound for Exchange, 
and demanded ir from che Examinant; which he Al- 
lowed Once or Twice ; but his Profit being fmall, he 
did not do itafterwards. 

Mr. Richard.Nuttal Brother to Mr. Jofeph Nuttal, 
being Examined, faid, he was Privy co the Clothiers 
going off, and drew Bills of Sale for them. And En- 
deavoured to perfwade Taylor to make fome Provifion 
for his Family.. But Taylor was Angry thereat, and. 
{wore he would deliver all to his Creditors, and not 
keep one Farthing from them. Said, that fome. time 
afterwards he net Taylor, who told’ him he had made © 
a fufficient Provifion for his Family, and defired leave 
to make ufe of his. the Examinants Name, which ke 
refufed ; telling Taylor he might be made. a party in 
Chancery. And faid he had fince heard, that Taylor. 
had fecured 250 Year. And the Examinant faid, he 
told this to Dugen two Years ago.. 

All the aforefaid Clothing Warrants. (except thet 
Lord Mohuns,) and alfo, all the aforefaid Notes, Bonds, ° 
and Warrants, and Articles were produc’d to your: 
Committee. And are with this Report humbly, di 
before the Houfc. Ai 
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Me. Jofeph Nuttal was heard what he could fay in 
his own defeace ; and referred himfelf, as to his Cha- 
ra&ter, to your Worthy Members, Mr. Fowns, Alder- 
man Burton, Mr. Bell, Mr. Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, Mr. Campbell, Mr. Dawfon, and Mr. Carter. 

After the Councii were withdrawn, your Committee, 
proceeded to hear the Teftimony of your Worthy 
Members referred to: who all being in the Houfe, I 
do not take upon me to Report their Evidence, but Re- 
ferr to themtelves. And chen your Committee came 
to the following Refolutions: VVhich they have di- 
re&ted me to Reporte ; viz. 

1. Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Commit- 
tee, that the Petitioners have fully proved the Alleg- 
ations in the Petition, to the Jatisfation of the Com- 
mittee. 

2. Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Commit- 
tee, that Mr. Thomas Putland, an under Officer of the 
Treafury ; has unjuftly taken, and illegally Excorted 
great Sums of Money, upon pretence of Prompt Pay- 
ment, of Money Payable by the Treafury, upon feveral 
Clothing VVarrants: And that fuch Praétices tend to 
the prejudice of Her Majefties Service, che great 
Decay of Trade, and the Ruin of many poor Families 
in this Kingdom. 

3. Refolved, That is the Opinion of this Committee 
That M. Jofeph Nuttal, Clerk to Mr. Putland, has un- 
juftly taken, and illegally Extorted feveral Sums of 
Money, upon pretence of Prompt Payment, of Money 
Payable by the Treafury, upon feveral Clothing VVar- 
rants: And thac fuch practices tend co the Prejudice of 
Her Majefties Service, the great decay of Trade, and 
the Ruin of many poor Families in this Kingdom. 

4- Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Commit- 
tee, that over and above the Premiums taken for Ad- 
vancing Money out of the Treafury; further Exa&i- 
onshave been made by the faid Putland and Nutal, as a 
Premium for che firtt Premium. 

gs. Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Commit- 
tee, that the Premiums, taken for Difcounts of fuch 
VVarrants, by che faid Putland and Nuttal, is a breach 
of the Truft repofed in them, and a high Mifdemeanor. 

6. Refolved, That itis the Opinion of this Commit- 
tee, that it is highly Prejudicial co Her Majefties Ser- 


_ vice, and a great Detriment to the Trade of the Nation, 


That any Officer, Clerk or other Perfons Employed in 
the Treafury, or any Perfon in Truft for them, be Agent 
to any Regiment, or be any way concern’d in Clothing 
the Army ; as Undercakers, Part’ners or otherwife, or 
difcounting any VVarrants drawn on the Treafury, or 
taking any Fee or Reward for Converting any Exche- 
quer Acquittance into Money, or Money for Advance, 
or dealing in Merchandize.. 

7. Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Commit- 
tee, that Thomas Putland, having Nororioufly betrayed 
the Truft in him repofed ; is unfit to ferve in any Pub- 
lick Employment in this Kingdom. 

To which Refolutions the Queftion being 
feverally put, the Houfe did Agree.
